” The deceased ‘officer, a native 
of Shakong Town, in the Yan 
Ping district of Kwaogtung, 
joined the Police Force at the age 
of 20 years, a3 a second-class 
police constable, gradually work- 
ling his way up the ranks, by dint 
of energy, intelligence and cour- 
age in his work, until with the re. 
organisation of the Force undar 
Mr. C. Wolfe in 1930 
official recognition come on 
his elevation to the then newly 
created position of Chiness In- 
spectar, Very much before the 
public eye by reason of the con- 
spicuous services he rendered in 
almost -al! -notable criminal 
avents, of which the motor bandit 
case of 1921 is an outstanding 
instance, the deceased was per- 
haps the beat known of the native 
Police officers. He was one of 
the contingent of Polica officers 
sont Home ia 1897 to represent 
the Force at the Diamond Jubilea 
celebration of Queen Victoria.

Radio has already been 
developed to such an extent 
thet practically every ~ person 
on ‘earth can enjoy: it.

This, for instance, has been

every night. In fact, Mr. Rogers 


says, radio is improving his hear- |. 


ing, and he hopes in a short while 
to hear sounds without the aid of 
the radio amplifier. :
